JOSEPHINE WALKER NESHEM 


For months this subject has burned 
within my soul, knowing that in these 
last days we need men and women 
anointed and sent of God to carry on the 
great work of our Master. We _ need 
God’s anointed man in office to do God’s 
business. We need His anointed in the 
pulpit to carry the message of salvation. 
Not those who anoint themselves, as it 
were, or those whom others want to fill 
the place, but God-called, Holy-Ghost- 
inspired, Heaven-sent men and women 
to work for our King. Regardless of the 
place we fill in the Church, to work for 
God we should have a heavenly anoint- 
ine before accepting any position. 
Whether it be a job great or small, we 
should first have the call of God in a 
definite way, and know He wants us to 
fill the office we accept. Then we 
should seek His face for a special anoint- 
ing, to be able to discharge the duties of 
the calling He has given us. 


The word anoint signifies (1) to pour 
oil upon. Oil is a type of the Spirit. So to 
be God’s anointed we need the Spirit 
poured in and upon us. (2) It means to 
consecrate and set apart to an office, 
anointing being practiced among _ the 
Jews on occasions to denote the person's 
being endued with the gifts and graces 
of the Spirit. (3) One particularly de- 
signed and chosen by God to be the 
king, priest or prophet of His Church. 
We find so much about this in the books 
of Moses, also 1 and 2 Kings. If God de- 
sired one to be a priest, king, or any one 
to serve in His work, in directing His 
people, He had them anointed. He 
wanted His workers anointed in the Old 
Testament and why not have anointed 
workers in this dispensation of grace? 
Yes, we need it. We need officials to do 
the business of the Church anointed and 
set in office according to God’s will. We 
need state overseers, pastors, and evan- 
gelists with Holy Ghost anointing. 


It’s so sad to see workers (so-called) 
out for God powerless. Some can’t even 
get a congregation to preach to, and if 
people do come out and realize there’s 
no anointing upon the preacher, the 
meetings soon become dull. Now the 
reason there are those out lacking God’s 
arointing, is because God didn’t call 
them to begin with. They called and 
sent themselves, according to Jer. 23:21: 
“I have not sent these, yet they ran.” 
You can see by this that there are those 
who go without God. These are the un- 
successful kind who cause more trouble 
in a week than a good preacher can 
straighten out in ten years. 


What we need to-day in office and in 
pulpit is God-sent, Spirit-filled workers, 
walking not with an exalted spirit, feel- 
ing their importance, but with humble- 
ness of mind in the Spirit of Christ, 
serving wherever opportunity affords it- 
self. 

All along the way God has raised up 
men and women for His work; qualified 
them and sent them out with power. 
Many have been a success, while others 
have failed and brought disgrace and 
shame upon His cause, turning many 
from the way of salvation. 

This subject needs to be studied care- 
fully, as many are deceived. For instance, 
some think if God has really called a 
person that he could not turn out to be 
a failure, or even make a mistake. But 
not so, for we find great men _ all 
through the Bible failing God after re- 
There was Jonah, Saul, 


ceiving a call. 
David, and many 


Solomon, Samson, 
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others, whom God anointed and yet they 
failed Him. Brother, Sister, you never 
become so great but what you can fail, 
and it’s those God can use in a special 
way that Satan works on most. He 
knows if he can get the greatest, he can 
handle the smaller ones. Then, just be- 
cause some say they are called and seem- 
ingly have results by getting large 
crowds and being blessed financially, 
etc., many would never believe but what 
God’s anointing was upon them. O 
Brother, Sister, just because you can get 
the crowd and the money is no definite 
sign that you are God’s anointed. For 
instance, look at the so-called Father 
Divine. He has listeners by the thousands 
and the money comes in large amounts, 
and to be sure, they think he’s all he 
claims to be. But he, and all others who 
are not called and sent of God, will see 
their works burned up as hay and stub- 
ble.

Leaving Jerusalem, Palestine, we took 
the train to Cairo, Egypt, where I was 
in services over Sunday, with Rev. and 
Mrs. C. W. Doney, who are the super- 
intendents of the American School and 
the Apostolic Mission in that city. This 
school has about 300 students enrolled, 
and is recognized by the Egyptian gov- 
ernment. They have ten native teachers, 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and mem- 
bers of the assembly. They teach the 
children and young folks the funda- 
mentals of the Christian religion along 
with their secular instruction, and thus 
train up for the work of God. They 
have about $40,000 worth of property 
which the Lord has graciously supplied. 
There are two missions in Cairo directly 
under Mr. Doney’s superintendency, and 
in addition there are ten other missions 
scattered through the country that are 
co-operating. This brother is seriously 
considering the question of uniting with 
the Church of God, and we think the 
other folks will come along also. They 
were under the direction of the Assem- 
blies of God in America for about twen- 
ty-three years—since the work was 
founded—but have lately taken an in- 
dependent stand, due to some slight dif- 
ference of opinion as regarded the gov- 
ernmental phase of the work. I would 
not mention this only for the fact, some 
may surmise that there was a question of 
false doctrine, or that of morals in- 
volved. Let us pray about this. These 
good folks are without a home in the 
Lord, and feel their need of some con- 
nection with a head in the homeland. As 
long as they are not continuing with 
these other good folks, we shall of 
course be glad to have them come along 
with us, and will not only pray for 
them, but get behind them financially, 
according as the Lord pprospers us. 
Brother Doney is not asking for a salary, 
but you know there are some expenses 
to be met. The work is run entirely on 
faith lines and God has wonderfully 
supplied every need so far. 


The power of God fell in a special 
way in these meetings, and there was 
such a sweet spirit. It was no trouble to 
preach. I spoke through an interpreter, 
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who would start rattling it off in Arabic 
—the official language of Egypt—before 
I could hardly get the words out of my 
mouth. We had to stop at times and 
wait on the people to get through prais- 
ing the Lord. There was also weeping 
when the time came for me to leave, and 
I must have cried more than any of the 
rest. I surely hated to leave these dear 
people. They have an old coptic church, 
built like a fort, that the Lord gave 
them. It was built about a hundred years 
ago. The men sat on one side of the 
chapel with the boys, and the women and 
girls on the other side. There was a par- 
tition between them, which one could 
not see over while in a sitting position. 
It would be a good thing if we had some- 
thing like this in our churches in Amer- 
ica. Do you not agree with me? 


While in Cairo we went out to visit 
the great pyramids, one of the wonders 
of the world. There are two of the 
larger ones, which are square at their 
bases, and slope gradually upwards until 
they come to be very pointed at their 
tops. The highest of these is about 451 
feet above the desert sand, about thirty 
feet of the base being covered up. It is 
built of huge stones—two million in 
number, each weighing 30,000 pounds. 
The stones are squared and set on top 
of each other, forming steps all the way 
around. I climbed to the top from the 
outside, and went inside to the “King’s 
Chamber” about. half way up. A little 
below this was the “Queen’s Chamber.” 
These formerly contained the mumified 
bodies of an ancient king and his queen. 
The position of the bodies signified that 
the women of those days, royalty in- 
cluded, occupied in death, as in life, a 
place lower than man. 


From the pyramids I engaged a camel 
to ride to the Sphynx a short distance 
away. The Sphynx as we once knew it, 
was only a huge stone image of a man’s 
head, but now they have digged down 
into the desert sand around its base, and 
found that it has the body of a lion ap- 
parently, and is in a crouching position. 
Between its fore paws is the entrance to 
a sort of small temple. These silent sent- 
inels of the desert have stood here for 
nearly 5,500 years. In fact, no one knows 
exactly when and how they were built. 
Some students of prophecy try to link 
these with the Scriptures somehow. I 
have received a letter since coming to 
England, stating that it was being 
noised abroad in America that the pyra- 
mid prophecies foretold some great ca- 
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lamity that was to befall the world on 
a certain date during the present year. 

When I left Jerusalem, by chance I 
met my former travelling companion, 
Capt. Roberts of the English Church 
Army, who was with me on the trip to 
Egypt. We were joined on board the S. 
S. “Haruna Maru” by another one of 
our old group, Mr. Matthews, whom I 
baptized in the River Jordan, after he 
had accepted Christ on the spot. From 
Port Said we set sail for the passage of 
the Mediterranean Sea, taking the long 
way through. This body of water was 
known as the “Great Sea” in Bible 
times, because of its greatness in com- 
parison to the Red Sea and others. Later 
it became to be known by its present 
name ‘Medi-terranean,” which literally 
means “middle of the earth.”” The second 
day out we were passing the large Island 
of Crete and incidently the “Fair Hav- 
ens” where Paul’s ship put in at on the 
way to Rome and just before being 
wrecked on the Island of Melita—Mal- 
ta—a little farther on. 

We were scheduled for a stop at 
Naples, Italy, but the company had cut 
this port out of her itinerary since the 
Italo-Ethiopian conflict. But we sailed 
through the straits of Messina, where we 
were near land for a long way, with 
Italy to the right and Sicily to the left. 
The ship headed almost straight toward 
the volcano Stromboli until we were very 
near shore, then veered to the right and 
circled around so as to give us a good 
view of the active crater, Stromboli is a 
little over 3,000 feet high and has a pret- 
ty green slope on one side, with a pretty 
little city of white buildings on the 
other side. The volcano was in eruption. 
Every little while there would be an ex- 
plosion with rocks, hot ashes and steam 
thrown high into the air. There was a 
sort of natural dump—much like those 
about our coal and ore mines in other 
parts of the world—down which na- 
ture’s refuse came tumbling to the sea. 
It was indeed an awe-inspiring _ sight. 
Our next stop was at Marseilles, France, 
where we spent one day. On the way to 
France we passed through the straits of 
Bonifacio, between the Islands of Corsica 
and Sardinia. The ship was steaming near 
shore and the scenery was delightful. 

I was booked through to London, but 
as we drew near Gibraltar, I felt im- 
pressed very strongly, to stop over here 
for a trip into Morocco, North Africa, 
and Spain, near by. I had included Spain 
in my original itinerary, but got a let- 
ter while in France stating that they 
were burning the churches and convents, 
and conditions otherwise were very dis- 
turbed, so I had decided to go on 
through. A real homesick feeling began 
to creep over me, as I walked the deck 
and prayed, while it was growing dark 
on my last night at sea. I found myse'f 
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singing with no apparent effort, such 
songs as “Twilight is stealing over the 
sea” and “God holds the future in His 
hands.” My spirit began to revive and | 
thought of the time that is soon to 
come when we may go sailing into “that 
Fair Haven” of rest. Then other songs, 
“I’ve anchored in Jesus, I fear no wind 
or wave; I’ve anchored in Jesus, for 
He hath power to save.” Then again I 
was seized with a real attack for “‘sea- 
going” as I envisioned the ship sailing 
away, with me left behind on the bare, 
bleak Rock of Gibraltar. But I thought 
also of how we may soon be privileged 
to join in singing—if faithful: 

I’ve anchored my soul in the haven of 

rest, 
Pll sail the wide seas no more; 
The tempest may sweep o'er the wild 
stormy deep, 
In Jesus I'm safe evermore. 

So I ran down to the steward and told 
him to give me back my ticket, that I 
would come on the next ship following. 
Gibraltar town has about 20,000 inhab- 
itants, and is built on the sides of the 
rock, which rises rather abruptly from 
the sea to a height of 1,400 feet. It was 
once considered one of the Pillars of 
Hercules, and marked the end of the 
known world. The rock was first used 
as a natural fortification in 711 A, D. 
when it was captured by an Arab Cor- 
sair and named after him—Gebel El 
Tarik, or the Hill of Tarik, and hence 
Gibraltar. The Corsairs of this district 
were accustomed to levy dues from ship- 
ping passing through the straits. The 
near-by town of Tarifa was one of their 


strongholds, and from this name our 
own word “tariff” has been derived. 
The Moors—Arabs—made such inroads 


into Europe that it looked like the whole 
country would be overrun. But the 
Spaniards succeeded in driving them 
from the continent in 1492, the year 
Columbus set sail from Spain to discov- 
er America. And at this writing, it is 
sad but interesting to note that the 
Moors are again invading Spain, with a 
general uprising all over the newborn 
republic. Thousands are reported to have 
been killed and the streets of many 
cities flowing with blood. 

I took a ship from Gibraltar going to 
the neutral zone of Tangier across in 
North Africa. From there I took a bus 
and went down the Atlantic coast 
through Spanish Morocco into The 
French zone. I was joined by Mr. Bar- 
nard Newman, on His Majesty’s Service 
in London, who was gathering material 
for another one of his already-famous 
books. After spending two nights in Al- 
cazarquiver, Spanish Morocco, we came 
across to Tetuan on the Mediterranean 
side. Alcazarquiver literally means “big 
town” but is commonly known as “La 
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cuidad de las ciguenas’’, the city of the 
storks. Hundreds of these huge birds 
were seen in and about the city. It was 
nesting time and the big nests, about 
three feet across, could be seen every- 
where on top of the houses. The golan- 
drinas—swallows—also were to be seen 
in large numbers. These birds made their 
nests on the porches and inside the 
houses. I got to speak to numbers about 
the Lord, mostly business and profession- 
al men. Some officials at the border were 
of Jewish extraction, and held up the 
bus while we talked over the situation in 
Palestine, etc. Then there were the hotel 
people, the postal authorities, and others. 
From Tetuan we took another bus to 
Xauen, a Moorish town about forty 
miles up in the mountains. Here a great 
river of water comes gushing out at the 
foot of a series of high cliffs, the home of 
rock-monkeys which live in the caves 
and dens. 


There is a large Jewish population in 
the Moroccos and most of the missionary 
effort is confined to them. The Moors 
are almost unevangelized, as far as I 
could learn, during my visits to the dif- 
ferent missions, and as a whole, Chris- 
tian missions have made very little ma- 
terial progress. The town of Xauen was 
captured and brought under Spanish 
rule about 1920. Before then I learned 
that the Jews had to remove their shoes 
on entering its stone walls. This is one 
of the strangest and most mystical coun- 
tries I have visited so far on my world- 
tour, and I only wished I could stay 
longer and tell them more about the love 
of Jesus and of His power to save. We 
saw hundreds of the troops mobilizing 
for war, among them being the famous 
“foreign legion.”” At times we could 
scarcely pass the highways. We also saw 
the warship arranging for the bombard- 
ment that was to follow. I spent an- 
other night at Ceuta from where I set 
sail for Spain. The place where I walked 
was soon under bombardment, with 
shells from the battle cruisers falling 
everywhere, and bombs dropping from 
war planes zooming overhead. Jt is re- 
markable how God has kept me from 
war, famine, pestilence, earthquakes, and 
cyclones, with storms at sea in divers 
places. 


At this writing I am in London, Eng- 
land, having completed my prospective 
tour of England and Wales. We have 
wonderful opportunities for some real 
constructive work, especially in Wales. 
This country is alive with large Pente- 
costal churches. Most of them have 
large congregations too, and fine 
churches of stone and brick. The larg- 
est auditoriums will scarcely hold some 
of their gatherings; even the Royal Al- 
bert Hall, which seats about 10,000, is 
practically inadequate, and these people, 
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I find, are anxious to hear about the 
Church of God. I am afraid we have 
been a little slow in the past, but thank 
God, we have begun to stir the nest. I 
attribute the success of the work in the 
British Isles to the fact that they are a 
missionary people. We can not neglect 
the heathen and expect God to continue 
His blessings in the homeland. Jesus 
said, “Go ye therefore and teach all na- 
tions,” and, “Lo I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world.” For 
example, I have in mind one local church 
in London—Pentecostal—that has given 
about $6,000 to foreign missions the past 
year, and while they were doing that 
God has given them a large brick church 
worth about $30,000, and around $10,- 
000 for the home work. 

Well, I am not near through writing, 
but must close as this is getting too 
lengthy. In another two hours I expect 
to be aboard the special train that is 
making ready to carry us to Dover on 
the south coast, where I am to board the 
waiting steamer, calling at one other 
port in blood-drenched Spain before pro- 
ceeding to the West Indies and South 
America. 


Redeemed By His Blood 


I certainly do thank God for a chance 
to testify to Jesus for I have been re- 
deemed by His precious blood. Praise His 
name! I am so glad that I ever found 
Him and got humble enough to take up 
the cross and follow Jesus. I thank Him 
because I am saved, sanctified, and filled 
with heaven’s good Holy Ghost. I have 
no desire for the things of this world. 
Glory to God! I’ve started to make 
heaven my home. We surely do thank 
God for our good, humble pastor and his 
good wife, Brother and Sister D. H. 
Delk. He is also district pastor. 


We have been trusting Him for ev- 
erything for over two years now and He 
certainly does heal us when we get sick. 
I’ve been so sick I could hardly get my 
breath a few times and I could just hear 
something saying to me, Send for the el- 
ders of the church to pray for you. I 
would and, thank God, when they would 
pray I could feel the healing touch go 
over me, Hallelujah! I’m so glad because 
I know He will answer prayer. 

I want every one t- pray for my lost 
people that they might see the light on 
God’s Word and pray for me that I 
will stay humble and do what God would 
have me do anytime or anywhere, for 
I certainly want to go all the way with 
Him. I have two girls who are filled 
with the Holy Ghost—one twelve and 
one ten—also my husband. Pray for 
them to obey the Lord. We have a 
goodly number of saints filled with the 
Holy Ghost.—A sister under the blood, 
Alma Maney.

His people, but not just any man who 
might feel, believe, or think God wants 
him to fill the great honored place of 
being the leader or head of His people. 
God has always been very careful about 
those He would choose to be the head. 
For instance, when Israel wanted a king, 
God was not pleased. He already had 
His desired choice over the people, which 
was Samuel, and when the people in- 
sisted God let them have the man they 
wanted. He blessed Saul as long as he 
stayed small in his own eyes. 

Brother, Sister, if you want to remain 
honored of God, stay small; don’t feel 
your importance and ability so that 
others can detect it. God has always 
brought down the person who felt his 
dignity too much—Haman, for instance. 
Some feel so eligible and efficient that 
they begin to boast themselves. One man 
was making his boast to me once of 
becoming our General Overseer. God 
forbid that we’d ever make the mistake 
of putting such an one in office. God 
seeks His man for office and anoints 
him. The man who seeks the office is 
of all men most ineligible to perform its 
sacred duties. While he might realize his 
capability from an educational stand- 
point, and as a business man, etc., but 
Brother, God looks on the heart. If the 
heart of man_ is not altogether conse- 
crated to God, all else about him is vain. 
Though he may be as Saul, nice looking, 
head to shoulders taller than other men, 
after all, it’s the “little Davids” with the 
testimony from God Himself, that God 
can use. David was a man after God’s 
own heart. Brother, if you’re God’s man, 
His anointed to be the earthly head ot 
His body, the Church, or to be as one 
over His people, serving in any capacity, 
remember He will give you the call and 
anoint you for this job, without any of 
your assistance. 

It has been and will continue to be 
that some men want to be the head so 
badly that they get, as it were, a politi- 
cal spirit, and begin electioneering in 
places where they feel they have some 
influence, or else send out a petition to 
be signed in their favor or send a com- 
mittee around doing business in their be- 
half. Say, if you are God’s choice, His 
anointed, He will help you in being suc- 
cessful to get in the right place to serve 
His people, and that without you push- 
ing yourself to the front. 

Remember King Saul—although he 
was not God’s choice, but by permis- 
sion. When God had him anointed king, 
then time came for his appearance be- 
fore the people as chosen king, or head 
of God’s people, and he could not be 
found. 1 Sam. 10:21 says that when a 
search was made he was found “hid 
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among the stuff.” At this time in Saul’s 
life he. was very humble, as every man of 
God should be. He felt very small and 
did not desire to be seen. He wanted to 
be entirely out of sight. Oh, that all 
men of God had this spirit and would 
stay hid away, as it were, with God, and 
let God have them brought out and 
placed in office or over His people as 
leaders. 

We find no contention at this gather- 
ing where Saul was hid away. There was 
no debating, no hard feelings, or any 
such thing. Why? Because they accepted 
the man God had appointed. Church of 
God, if we’ll let God lead us and choose 
our man, or men, for the business of 
His Church, all strife and contention 
will cease. Nobody’s feelings will be hurt 
and all will sail smoothly. God will put 
His approval upon His choice to-day as 
He did in Saul’s day, if we'll only listen 
to the Holy Ghost. 

Don’t be a Haman and think within 
yourself, “Surely I’m the man that 
should be honored.” That spirit is so 
prevalent in the land to-day, but this is 
not the spirit of God’s man. You should 
go to the Assembly feeling as one of the 
very least of God’s children and in hon- 
or preferring your brother. God help us 
who desire to work for Him to PRAY 
THROUGH and know His will and 
fill the place that God (not man) would 
have us fill. Those who do this are never 
a burden nor a disgust to those with 
whom they have dealings. 

If any one was ever a disappointment 
it’s one out of God’s will trying to fill 
an office in the Church or the pulpit, 
without first having a definite call of 
God and a special anointing to enable 
him to carry out God’s designed pro- 
gram. Such an one would be far better 
off at home just working for his family 
and helping finance God’s cause. 

Just here we will notice the Scrip- 
tures and see if one called of God to 
fill one position in the Church should 
try to fill another. 1 Cor. 12:8-10, “For 
to one is given by the Spirit the word 
of wisdom; to another the word of 
knowledge by the same Spirit; to an- 
other faith by the same Spirit; to an- 
other the gifts of healing by the same 
Spirit; to another the working of mira- 
cles; to another prophecy; to another 
discerning of spirits; to another divers 
kinds of tongues; to another the inter- 
pretation of tongues.” Now God certain- 
ly makes no mistakes in giving these 
gifts, but we make the mistake in try- 
ing to put ourselves in the other fellow’s 
place and use our gift in a place where 
it doesn’t work. Such an one, so mis- 
placed, is to the Church as a broken 
tooth or a foot out of joint. 

Now in 1 Cor. 12:28 we find, “God 
hath set some in the church, first apos- 
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tles, secondarily prophets, thirdly teach- 
ers, after that miracles,” etc. Oh, that 
God had the privilege of setting in all 
who try to work for Him. So many try 
to place themselves or gain the influence 
of a number so the people will favor 
them by putting them in. 

Brother, this is all vanity and vexation 
of the spirit. Just obey God and remain 
humble and God will, in His own good 
time, place you. 

Now to be the earthly head of this or- 
ganization, one should have an experi- 
ence similar to that of Moses of old. 
First, have a definite assurance that 
God, not man, has spoken concerning 
your accepting such. Moses had a definite 
call from God, while out herding sheep. 
After the call comes the anointing or en- 
duement of power, Exod. 4:2, but re- 
member between the call and the anoint- 


ing Moses was humbled. God - said, 
“Moses, take off your shoes,” a very 
simple but humiliating act. Now after 
he had humbled himself, he, like Saul, 


wanted to hide his face. Oh, that more 
of God’s people wanted to be in the 
background. But no, our divisions, strife, 
and contentions come from God’s peo- 
ple getting exalted and feeling their 
ability and pushing themselves forward. 
God’s true anointed man feels like Moses 
of old, like hiding his face. God knew 
that if Moses would do the simple act 
of taking off his shoes, He could trust 
him to do His work. Moses did not feel 
his ability as the would-be-leaders of to- 
day, but he cried out and said, “Lord, 
I’m not an eloquent speaker.” How many 
men of to-day are honest enough to 
confess their inability? Not many. We 
have plenty of them who will advertise 
themselves as some great person only to 
disappoint the deceived ones who be- 
lieved them to be all they profess. Not 
many would try to be excused from a 
proposition as was given Moses, to be 
leader of God’s people. Nay, rather they 
seek to be leaders, and if they fail they 
try to see how much damage they can 
do the man that God honored. God help 
us and keep us supplied with good, hum- 
ble men to steer the great ship of Zion 
through these perilous times.
